The Greenwich Lesbian and Gay Centre is a community centre for 
lesbians and gay men in Greenwich and South East London. The 
Centre was set up six years ago to provide space for us to 
meet, identify our needs and try to get them met. 

The broad objectives of the Centre are to provide support, 
resources, information and a safe and welcome place as an 
alternative to the Lesbian and Gay commercial scene in London 
for both isolated and other Lesbian women and Gay men. 


To Meet These Objectives The Project Has: 


* Provided a drop in service four days a week during the 
afternoon. 


* Set up support groups in the evenings and at weekends based 
at the Centre, at present these include provision for Gay men, 
Lesbians, older women over 40 and young gay men under 21. 

* Set up cultural and social events at the Centre and open air 
leasure activities. 


* Established a housing referal scheme by liaising and building 
links between housing projects and hostels in the Borough and 
South East London. We also offer accomadation exchange locally 
through the Centre notice boards. 


* Supported initiatives around Lesbian Gay issues - i.e. HIV / 
AIDS, Clause 25, the Embryology Bill, Section 16 and Lesbian 
and Gay Fostering And Adoption. 


* Set up a phoneline which operates thirty hours over a four 
day period each week. 


* Published an information sheet / newsletter for the past six 
years which has a mailing list of around a thousand members and 
organisations. 


* Established a library and reference service both for users of 
the Centre and the voluntary and statutory sector in the 
borough. 


* Created an additional resource fund with donaticns from users 
which has enabled us to provide additional services, i.e. 
library, refreshments and equipment. 


* Provide support, befriending and counselling service to 
Lesbians and Gay men in need

The Greenwich Lesbian & Gay Centre is a local accessable 
safe space for Lesbians & Gay men which is an alternative to 
pubs and disco's. The Centre serves the needs of socially and - 
geographiically isolated Lesbian & Gay self identified people 
providing support, information & an economical place to meet.

* Be an organisation that assists other projects to be more 
aware of the needs of the Gay community and therefore develop 
services to meet them more appropriately. 


* Be an organisation that counteracts mis-information and 
bigotry in the local media and provides correct and positive 
information about local Lesbian and Gay issues. 


* Be able to offer members of the local Lesbians and Gay 
community the the opportunity of trainig and developing 
specific skills in a supportive envirinment as volunteers. 


* Be a Centre with an equal opportunities statement on all 
aspects of the work and usage of the Centre. 


In accordance with the Centre's constitution and the 
policy of the London Borough of Greenwich, the GLGC is an equal 
opportunities employer which aims not to discriminate on the 
grounds of gender, race, ethnic origin, class, disability, age, 
culture, religion, or on the grounds of being Lesbian or Gay. 


All forms of literature and materials ( clothing, insignia 
or badges ) seen to be inciting racism or being judged grossly 
sexist may not be brought into the Centre. 


The GLGC has a commitment not to provide resources to any 
individual or group who openly support, or are in relationships 
where either men or women sexually use or abuse children. 








H OW WE RUN 


The centre is run by a voluntary Management Committee 
which meets monthly. These Committee members are elected by the 
members and users of the Centre at the Annual General Meeting 
in June. There role is to oversee the workers and support and 
assist them in running the project. They can additionally bring 


in specialist skills to ensure that policies and workplans are 
adhered to. 


Every three months the Management Committee and workers 
attend an "Open Meeting" where all users of the Centre services 
are welconme to attend and contribute. All policy decisions of 
the Centre are voted through these meetings only. Gay men and 
Lesbians working, living or studying in Greenwich are intitled 
to vote. Constitional changes can only be made at an Annual 
General or extraordinary Meeting. 


We believe that the open meeting provides the opportunity 
for our consumers to have direct access to the management teams 
and get their ideas across. Consequently all our work and 
developments have worked out with our user input and ideas 
wherever possible. 


Once a year the centre holds a planning day, open to all, 
where we review the past years aims and objectives and set the 
work priorities for the year ahead. This usually takes place in 
September. 


VOLUNTEERS 


Like other voluntary organisations the Greenwich Lesbian 
And Gay Centre relies heavily on its voluntary helpers from the 
Lesbian and Gay community. We offer in service training, 
support and new skills in exchange for their goodwill, 
commitment and energy. 


We have been offered help at all ievels of the 
organisation this year; from management down to driving, to 
administration, organising groups, befriending and counselling. 
In response to the high level of commitment shown by the 
Centres volunteers over the years we are currently developing a 
system where volunteers participate in the dat to day and 
policy management of the Centre. We acknowledge that they may 
be upaid workers but they are certainly not unqualified. They 
have the right to participate in managing the Centre.

-..-was the shout from over fifty Lesbian and Gay men members 
of the Centre as they protested outside the Greenwich Town 
Hall. Their aim was simple, their resolve strong; they were 
there, they were Lesbian or Gay and no council was going to 
send them away. 


The lobby of the Council on Wednesday 15th May 1991 was an 
emotional and direct response to the cut in funding of £8,000 
per annum that the London Borough of Greenwich had been forced 
to make the unjust and unreasonable Poll Tax Capping of the 
Government. 


The response from the councillors was varied. It ranged 
from sympathy and commitment from the majority Labour Group to 
being ignored completely by some members of the Conservative 
Group. But one thing was clear, all councillors were made aware 
of the existance of the Greenwich Lesbian and Gay Centre and, 
most inportantly of all, all councillors were left with no 
illusion about the need for such a centre and the good that the 
Centre does, demonstrated by the commitment of its membership. 


Once inside the Council Chamber the Leader of the Council, 
Quentin Marsh, in response to a queation from a Centre 
volunteer, reiterated the Borough's commitment to Lesbian and 
gay rights and said that he personally did not want , nor could 
he forsee, the closure of the Centre. He also suggested that 
the management committee should see the drop in funding as a 
_Challenge and seek alternative sources of finance. 


The campaign was only one angle of the campaign to have 
full reinstatement of funding. Hundreds of members have written 
personally to their councillors and M.P.'s. Thousands of local 
residents have signed a petition demanding the increase of the 
grant and the campaign continues. 


Keith Trotman, Centre worker, summed up the feeling of the 
membership when he said, " To date we may not of achieved our 
prime aim of increasing our Grant allocation, but we have 
joined together and in unity we have raised the profile of the 
Centre and the Lesbian and Gay community within the borough. 
cc we will continue and together we will win !!" ( Hear ! 
Hears) ). 

















LESBIAN GROUPS 


The Centre is a vital link and lifeline for many isolated 
Lesbians who are often also homeless or suffering from 


harresment or discrimination from friends, family, work mates 


or neighbours. There are virtually no support services or 
Sccial spaces set up to meet the needs of Lesbians / Gay women 
in Greenwich and in South East London as a whole. 


Lesbians have special needs that need to be addressed when 
providing services within the gay community. They are often 
parents and carers; on low incomes or unemployed; have less 
access to housing and private transport. Many lesbians are 
still married and dependent upon men and suffer violence or 
have their children taken away from them because of their 
sexuality. 


The Centre provides a cheap safe meeting space for a wide 
variety of groups, drop in sessions, activities and socials. We 
also provide a creche when required and toys for children to 
play with. There have been ever increasing numbers of women 
using the Centre during the year as more volunteers were 
requited and services developed. 


Regular activities this year have been:- 


* Free Counselling sessions for lesbians run by Lesbian 
counsellers [Mon / Weds 6-9 p.m., other times by appointment] 


* Social / Support Groups Mondays / Wednesday 7-10 p.m. 

* Lesbian Issues Group - Weds 7-9 pem. Winter Term 1990. 
* Lesbian History Group - Weds 7-9 p.m. Summer Term 1991. 
* Socials - Fortnightly 9 p.m.- late. 


* Over 40's group Sundays monthly 12- 5 p.m. - Drop in / 
support / social. 


* Brunch Club - Sundays monthly 2-5 p.m. 


Other activities included walking trips to Meopham and 
Epping Forest, Visits to Kew Gardens and Sissinghurst. Swimming 
every Thursday at the Waterfront Leasure Centre Woolwich, and a 
new Art Group started recently. Two special events this year 
were the Christmas Lesbian Fancy Dress Party and the Pride 
Picnic in Kennington Park for Lesbian parents and carers.

GAY MENS GROUPS 


For centuries Gay men have established their own meeting 
places, safe from the oppression of the surrounding 
heterosexual world. The Gay pub, club or disco has developed 
into the 'in' place to be for Gay Men. They are largely a young 
white environment, aimed at men in their 20's and early 30's 
who have a large enough income to pay the inflated prices. As 
the 'scene' has evolved so as its inherent problems of alcohol 
and drug abuse prostitution and external violence. For Gay men 
who attempt to meet or show their affection beyond the limited 
freedom of the commercial gay scene are the additional risks of 
imprisonment, court fines, imprisonment and queer bashers. 
Heterosexism and homophobia have become ingrained in every 
level of society, most vigilantly expressed in the laws and 
moral codes that attack and ostracize gay men from the rest of 
society. 


The Greenwich Lesbian And Gay Centre offers a safe haven 
for all Gay men in Greenwich and South East London, free from 
the oppression of the 'straight' world and the abuses, ageism, 
racism and high prices of the gay scene. It is a rare and 
valuable space offering services found no where else in this 
part of London; assisting Gay men to come to terms with 
themselves and their sexuality; develop positively and 
assertively and helping them to overcome the harassment they 
continually face from in work, family and social life.

Memorable one off activities for Gay men this year 
included the two Christmas socials (the men weren't content 
with one !), drag night, Chinese, Italian and aphrodisiac food 
and drink evenings and the Gay men's Pride Picnic in Greenwich 
Park. Events. organised by the Gay men themselves involved 
swimming and badminton at the Arches Leisure Centre, Greenwich 
[summer 90], Sunday socials in Greenwich Park [summer 90], two 
week holiday to Torquay [summer 90], day trips to the Devon and 
Sussex coast and day trip to France, 


Although there is still some capacity of increasing 
services for Gay men further within the Centre we are fast 
approaching the point where we need to expand our funds, staff 
and premises in order to serve not only the most isolated Gay 
men but the wider gay male community as well.

Jeff and I met last year at Phoenix House in Forest Hill 
South East London, which is a thera putic community for ex- 


Substance abusers. We both came to Phoenix House from very — 


different life experiances although we had our sexuality in 
common. I am forty years old with a wide experiance of Gay life 
both here in London and in America. Ihave been teaching at a 
London Comprehensive for sixteen years and had three long term 
relationships so far. Jeff is twenty nine years old, has been 
previously married and a skilled professional. Both of us have 
successfully actualized our identities as gay men and as 
individuals. At Phoenix House we have encountered many 
therapies such as Gestalt and Transactional Analysis which have 
given us great insight into ourselves and our behaviour. 


Young people coming to terms with their sexuality as gay 
men have to confront many problems not least of which is self 
worth. They also have to face positive images of the future in 
the face of society's homophobia and heterosexism. The work of 
the young gay men's group encompasses all of these areas. Both 
Jeff and myself are strong and well balanced within ourselves 
and our own identities and are aware of the negative 
stereotypes which threaten our communities. I think we provide 
a great support for young gay men coming out or coming to terms 
with being gay in a hostile society. 


The future of our communities, we believe, lies in an 
alternative to a commercial gay scene of bars, pubs and clubs 
which predatory and exploitative. A scene which runs solely on 
ideas of profit and loss which as such puts little back into 
our comminities. The G.L.G.C. is such an alternative and as 
such needs all the support we can give it. It is our future as 
a community. 
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FUTURE PLANS 


Over the last year the Centre has increased its services 
and subsequently the number of users. However, if it is to 
Continue to grow, develop and serve greater numbers of our 
community the G.L.G.C. will need to overcome two major 
Obstacles.Firstly, the Centre is fast out growing its 
industrial site premises and will need to move it is to carry 
On the good work that it has started. Recently the workers 
viewed property in Greenwich and found that perspective new 
sites for the Centre were often too small, too expensive or 
both. Undetered we will continue to search for a new home and 
aim to have changed location within a maximum of three years. 


Secondly, the Greenwich Lesbian And Gay Centre has always 
been grossly under resourced. The L.B.G. Grant barely covers 
the of salaries and premises, with the proposed cut it won't 
even cover that. There is an urgent need for more money and 
paid staff particularly in light of the planned move of 
premises. The money the Centre is currently taking on charges 
for its services will not be enough will cope with its present 
needs. As a result we are examining raising further funds from 
the sale of goods, donations and grant giving agencies and the 
possiblity of becoming a limited company and / or a charity.

starting in June 91. 

- Greater number of mixed, Lesbian and Gay events and socials. 
- Expansion of weekend services and encouraging larger numbers 
of lesbian and gay groups to use the Centre at this time. 

- Gay mens issues course. 

- Social night for young Gay men - under 21 

- Gay men therapy course.

By Bus

By Train
